MON GST the great cloud of witneſſes which 
1 have riſen to give in their teſtimony in fayour

firms this cqnjetture, by telling us, that in the days 
of Noah they were eating and drinking; marrying 
and giving in marriage, till the flood came and 
{wept them all away. As the people of thoſe times 
rejected his admonitions, fo they would doubtleſs

. enthuſiaſt, and madman! no wonder then that a

But wha dare be fo bold as to doubt the autho- 
rity of any that comes with a thus ſaith the LOAD, 
more elpecially when a variety of facts demonſtrate 
that perſon's miſſion to be true? Witneſs his un- 
wearied application to the King, and miniſters of. 
ſtate : if theſe can, let them now come forward, and 
avow to the world, that they never did receive his.

haps I might have been as relutiant, and as flow to

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my « own experience convinced me, that God does 
communicate to ſome his ſecret will, and goings 
forth in the world, by which it is eaſy to diſcern, 
that ſome important events are certainly at hand. 
Four years ago I was myſelf under ſtrong impreſ- 
fionsof mindthat there wasa ſomethingofimportance 


awaited us; I ſaw it as a cloud ariſing, which ſeem- 


ed to gather blackneſs and importance, as it roſe, 
but what it was I could not comprehend. On the 
r3th of March 1791, I had a peculiar minifeſtation 


of ſome events, which I knew would -have their 


accompliſhments, I communicated the circumſtance 
to ſome religious acquaintance who treated me and 
-my manifeſtations with contempt, and like ſwine 


they turned upon me and rent me with the odious 


nick-name of enthuſiaſt; after feeling a variety 
of exerciſes upon my mind, [ went on ſtill belieyin 


chat I was not led to believe cunningly deviſed fa- 


bles. Amidſt theſe exerciſes I could not obſerve,- 
without ſome regard, the important events which 
thereabouts had taken place in France, and when 
I came to trace it to its original, I was conſtrained 
to believe that it was of God, and greatly rejoiced 


to ſee ſo eminent a blow given to the church of 


Roftie, which I ever conſidered as inimical to the 
rights 'of man, and the grand ſource from whence 
ſprang the many evils which have enveloped the 


human race in darkneſs, and eee in blood, 


for a number of centuries. 

When I conſider the treachery of Louis the 
16th, his perfidy, hypocriſy, and folly, I cannot 
conceive the French people half ſo culpable as 
ſome would repreſent them to be, nor does it ap- 
Pear to me an obje& worth attention, to reſtore 
Monarchy in a country, and on a principle which 
centuries back have always proved.ſo oppoſite to 
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the peace of Europe, eſpecially to this kingdom. I 
was glad to ſee light ſpring up amongſt a people 
which had ſo.long been immerſed in Popiſh dark- 
neſs, deluſion, ſuperſtition, ignorance, and folly. I 
well knew that this could not rife from nothing, and 
ſeeing them ſtruggling for liberty, I wiſhed them 
ſacceſs with my whole heart, and clearly inferred 
that as this was certainly of GOD, it muſt be car- 
ried in ſpite of all oppoſition. Nor did the Duke 
of Brunſwick, with all his impious threats, the 
taking of Toulon, Valenciennes, Landrecy Quèſ- 
noy, and Conde give me new, ideas; but being 
exceedingly grieved at our folly in taking an ac- 
tive part againſt them, I inferred from it what 
would be the conſequence. It is now about 2 years 
fince I had a clear conviction that the Duke of 
York would be beat, I knew it well, for in the open 
day he and the Prince of Orange were brought be- 
fore me in one inſtant of time; I knew who they 
were, and fully underſtood them to be in equal 
danger. Some little time after I wrote a letter to 
Mr. Pitt, and deſired him to caution the Duke to 
take care of himſelf, as I had ſeen him in danger, 
but did not relate the whole of the circumſtance, 
as I wel} knew what kind of reception it would meer 
with. Nor did I fo much as hint relative to the 
Prince of Orange, as I conſidered it not ſo imme- 
diately to concern us, as a nation, at that time, tho 
I now ſee his fall will matesially affect this country, 
and will render our fituation ſimilar to his, and 
put our country upon the ſame footing. 

About 12 months ago JI was on ſome buſineſs 
which was calculated to promote the good of the 
community, and . enhance the revenue, which 
cauſed me to conceal, in part, my ſentiments on 
what I conceived would be the conſequence of this

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reſent ruinous war ; and in this I conſider myſelf 
as highly culpable: but I found within me a prin- 


_ciple which frequently urged me vehemently to 


exclaim againſt the conduct of adminiſtration, 
which I ſaw would he ſerious in its conſequences. 
At. laſt I determined not to ſuffer. myſelf to be any 
longer impoſed on by a view to intereſt, I there- 
fore wrote a letter to young Greville, informing 


him, that in a little time the Duke would be beat, 


and would fall a ſacrifice to the fate of war, except 
he took ſpecial care; that the ſituation of the pre- 


| {ent reigning family was very precarious, and on 
the very verge of a downfall. Some time after 


I wrote a letter to the Queen, and declared my 
ſentiments both openly and candidly; and, as in 


duty bound, reprobated this war, as being wrong 
in its firſt principles, and important in its conſe- 
quences, together with what would be the fate of 


Holland—of what is ridiculouſly, and tooljthly, 
called the bulwark of this kingdom, and the don 


| Jequences attending us as a people: but admini- 


{tratidn rendered me evil for good, and hatred for 


my good will; they iſſued a warrant, and ſent the 


runners after me, As a part of what I told them 
is already come to paſs, and when it has its full ac- 
tompliſhment, let them bluſh for ſhame, that would 
not be adviſed by them who had the good of man- 


kind at heart; but becauſe I recommended peace 


unto them, and ſaw it right and juſt to acknowledge 
the French a republic, our miniſter ſpurned at me, 
as his determination is to proſecute that, which 
will ſhortly end in the overthrow of this country. 
J cannot help lamenting his ignorance of the di- 
vine procedure, and want of œconomy and pru- 
dence in the management of internal and conti- 


nental affairs. What a lamentable confideration 
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it is, that the blood of thouſands, 'arid thoulands, 
ſhould be ſpilt, and millions of property ſquandered, 
to pratify the whim and caprice of a few indi- 
viduals; and all to obtain an object, which, while 
it did exiſt, was continually embroiling this coun- 
try in diſquietudes and war! Thoſe things I men- 
tion as being my ſentiments, and fixed opinion, 
prior to my having any knowledge of Mr. Brothers, 
.-as I did not know that ſuch a man exiſted only a 
liitle time before I came up to town. When I firſt 
read his book I was greatly ſurpriſed, as at that 
time I did not conceive that opinion:of his miſſhon 
:which I now do. After I came to town I read it 
again, but was not fully convinced reſpecting his 
defignation, owing, as I ſuppoſe, to ſome precon- 
ceptions oſ my own reſpeQing myſelf, as I am cer- 
tain, if pride could always be fully gratified, pre- 
eminence would never be given to another.

Deep» 
ex than bell, what can ye know, infinite author o 
infinity itſelf; his comment on the 1gth Chap. o 
Rev. and 3d, verſe, page the gth tho' in few words, 
is ſo ſimple and eaſy, that it will not admit of a ſin- 

gle, doubt. It is. both pure and angie, and 

plainly diſcovers that he has it from a divine autho-

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rity, which far ſurpaſſes all the eloquence, oratory, 


or the ſtile of diftion, and conveys a truth which 


- puzzled the ſtudious, and haffled the ſkill of the moſt 
arned and wiſeſt orator. But he goes on, and 
tells us of a'circumſtiance which J apprehend never 
entered the heart of man to conceive, p. 10th, which 
he ſays ſignifies the Emperor of Germany, and who 
dare be ſo bold as to contradict it, as the preſent con- 
queſts of the French; the fituation of affairs on the 
Continent, the ruinous ſtate of the trade and pe- 
rilous fituation of our affairs in Ireland, and 
at home, all tend to corroborate the authenticity, 
and divinity of his doarine. The ferocity of the 
Empreſs of Ruſſia, and the ſeripture emblem which 
is deſeriptive of her character, plainly demonſtrates 
that, what he ſays of her is true. I myſelf am his 
witneſs, and do in the moſt public and moſt folemn 
manner announce to the world, that before the ac- 
count came to England of the defeat of the Poles, 
he ſaid the Empreſs had received a command to 
ariſe and devour much fleſh; he then added, ſhe is 
now riſen.” The very next mails which arrived, 
brought the account of the terrible ſlaughter, the 
defeat of Gen. Koſciuſko, and the capture of Warſaw. 
Facts are ſtubborn things, yet the infidelity of ſome 
men is ſo great, that if they fee ſigns and wonders, 
they will not believe, for it cuts them to the heart 
to ſee others preferred before them. Let all gain- 
ayers hold their peace, and blaſpheme no more, for 
| reprobate that which they cannot underſtand; 
and condemin that which they have no knowledge 
of, is impious to an extreme. To expect this from 
men who have been buried in ſenſuality all their 
days is not to be wondered at; but to hear of this, 
and ſee ſuch a ſpirit pervading the minds of religi- 
dus characters, this is awful; and lamentable as the 
conſideration may be; yet 1 have found age” 4 
1] pirit, 
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ſpirit; in the religious world, than in any ather 
which clearly proves the lapſed ſtate of profeſſor 
which has taken place. In ſhort, out of the bulk of 
men I find the idea of general ſecurity, of om and

ſafety amongſt them; nor does the impending ſtorm 
which hangs over this land, appear ſufficient to re- 
move them from their ſtupor; nor will it, till the 
cloud burſt and deluge the country with human 
blood.

Say ye to the 
righteous it ſhall, be well with him; woe unto the 
wicked it ſhall be ill with bim. Iſaiah iii. part of 
the 10th and 11th verſes. And hence it muſt be 
obvious 0 all how greatly deſpiſed and neglected

In 
part perhaps it may be ſo, but being altogether ful- 
filled by his miſſion is what T bold hagehy: when john 
was cloſely preſſed to diſclogs he he was, he un- 
reſervedly informed the people that he was no more 
than what the Prophet Iſaiah had foretold in the 
40th chapter of his prophecy. John himſelf; de- 
nies being Elias, (chap. i. 21) and they aſked him, 
« What then, art thou Elias? and he faith Lam 
not.“ Art thou that prophet ? and he anſwered 
no; but does not give the leaſt hint reſpecting 
what the Prophet Malachi ſays: but to be more 
articular, the 17th chapter of Matthew (they will 
tell you) is ſtill more poſitive in the ꝓoint to ſanction 
their opinions: and here they found the ground- 
work of their argument. Vide c. xii. v. 12. It is 
evident our Lord here alludes to two diſtinct per- 
sons, as appears by the two different tenſes, paſt, 
and future, to which the circumſtance refers; the 
future tenfe appears firſt with actual and poſitive 
promiſes © that Elias ſhall firſt come, and reſtore all 
things. John at this time had finiſhed the work 
he came to perform, and therefore it could in no 
wiſe relate to him, but to ſome other perſon who 
Malachi tells us is to come in the latter ages of the 
world; what had already occurred, as appears by

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the paſt tenſe, was easy to be underſtood by the 
Diſciples, and did, no doubt, immediately refer to 
John. But as he came only as a voice, crying in 
tle Wilderneſs, ſaying, prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths 2 and when he had 
done this he fulfilled the whole of his miſſion, but 
in no one inftance did he reftore all things, his call- 
ing on earth was to inform mankind of the coming 
of the Messran, and by foretelling it, to diſpoſe 
them for a due reception of him, and when he had 
done this, he went to the full extent of his com- 
miſſion.

After the Jes rejection of JESUS CHRIST, 
and the doctines of his diſciples, the deſtruction of 
Jeruſalem took place, which to the inhabitants of 
that city was a very terrible and heavy judgment, 
but it was chiefly if not wholly confined to that city, 
and therefore could in no wiſe ſignify the great and 
terrible day of the Lord: A day uhich ſhall burn 
« 4s an oven.” This is a very fignificant ſtriking 
metaphor, and may well be underſtood to ſignify all 
nations; for an oven when once properly heated 
Cauſes the flames to expand, and heat in every part. 
I would therefore call the attention of every candid.

center, will ſay, this ſignifies nothing more than the

de blaſphemy to ſuppoſe. Mark with particular at- 
tention St. Paul's 1ſt epiſtle to the Corinthians, 12th 


Chap.

this refers immediately to the underſtanding and 
1 of the Goſpel, and yet theſe two expreſ- 

ons, tho* each of different ſignifications, together 
with a variety of other gifts, come from the ſame 
ſpirit, and are derived from the ſame divine ori- 


{inal That the ſtate of the Church is equally as 


ad as is repreſented by a Scripture Metaphor, 
cannot be denied, which ſays, from tbe crown of the 
head to the fole of the foot there is nothing but wounds, 
bruiſes, and putrifying ſores. When I ſpeak of the 
Church I do not mean the Church of England, I 
exclude her altogether as a DEAD BODY ; but I mean 
all Antichriſtian and Religious Societies of every 
denomination collected into one idea, and taken 
into one collective body. It is this that is corrupted, 


and exactly correſponds with that deſcription: 


one part of this community affirm that GOD has 
re-ordained a certain and jelef number which ſhall 
e infallibly ſaved, conſigning the reſt over to the 
uniſhment of eternal fire, without allowing the 
robability of ſalvation to others, and we are led to 
underſtand that by one determined act of G0, 
myriads of unborn ſouls, by an everlaſting decree, 


are committed over to ſuffer the puniſhment of 


eternal

eternal pain; whether or no this is arraigning the 


attributes of GOD; whoſe goodneſs can never con- 
demn a perſon, for that he cannot help, nor finally 
ith for that which he cannot avoid — is an idea 
which the Scripture decides by a very clear alter- 
native, Another part declares an oppoſite opinion, 
they tell us of two ſeparate ſtates of rewards and 
puniſhments, but aſter a certain period the inhabi- 
tants of the infernal pit ſhall be releaſed, devils and 
men; but they are at a loſs to find out when this 
riod ſhall arrive ! this is an opinion Which opens 


an effectual door to the greateſt licentiouſneſs, and 
is as ridiculous in its nature as it is baneful in its 
conſequences. But 1 ſhould not be aſtoniſhed to 


hear them aſſert that Heaven and Hell will each 
undergo an oppoſite exchange; that when the in- 
habitants of Hell aſcend to Heaven the inhabitants 
of Heaven deſcend to Hell; the Prince of Dark 


neſs will become GOD, and GOD of courſe mult 


be tranſmogriſied to the Devil. This would be ſhock- 
ing to ſuppoſe, but equally as probable the one doc- 
tri ne as the other: but there is a third ſect ariſes, 
who tells us ſomething out of the common way, 
that the world will ac e end, and meaſurable time 
will never ceaſe; that in undergoing certain 
changes from one ſtate to another, they call reno- 
valion, deny ing the dottrine of the Reſurrettion 
and identity of the body which is ſo clearly inſiſted 
on in Scripture. Thus may the Church be compared 
to a corrupted body. Mr. Brothers as the all- reſplen- 
dent ſun, emerging from a cloud, di ffuſes light to thoſe 
who dwell in darkneſs, appeals to the law and to the 
teſtimony, and gives in a few words his comment on 
the ſacred pages, opening and unlocking many dark 
and myſterious paſſages, which reinained ſecret from 
thebeginning, and which, without peculiar inſtruction 
| | from 
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from GOD, would have puzzled. the keeneſt philo⸗ 
fopher, and the deepeſt fagacity of the moſt learns 
ed and penetrating Divine. Secret things belong 
to GOD, and no one can unlock his myſteries, but 
the man who is formed as a key for that purpoſe: 
that Mr. Brothers is that man I can affert, nor dare 
I in any wie doubt it; for what man before him gave 
ſuch an explanation of the 7th Chapter of Daniel? 
or who but himſelf would ever have imagined that 
the metaphor delivered under the ſimilitude of the 
four beaſts, alluded to the perſons explained by 


him, (in his book) in the 7th, gth, and 10th pages? 


It was by the ſpirit the prophet DANIEL was led to 
behold and foretel theſe myſteries, and nothi 

but the ſame ſpirit could have put into the Ae 
Mr. Brothers the wonderful Drin ITrIoN. The 
reaſon why the church at large does not enjoy its 
original form, gifts, and graces, as mentioned by the 
Apoſtle, Cor. 12th, is becauſe ſhe has left her firſt 
Jove, and departed from her primitive order, when 
the Quakers firſt aroſe, they came as near to that 
order as any people ſince the Apoſtle's day, and fo 
far as relates to outward form, they are now- the 
moſt orderly people upon earth, but like the taber- 
nacle of David it is to 1 they: are broken 
down. The Methodiſts or Weſtleyans now are the 
next or laſt raiſed up, they began well, and were, 
made a blefling, but their teachers, like men in 
Moſes” ſeat are too lofty, expecting to receive ho- 
nour from men, and to be called Rabbi! Rabbi! 
It is true all ſeQs make a great noiſe in the world, 
and like a round rumbling cymbal, ery aloud, yet 


for want of true and ſpiritual ſalt their noiſe - be- 
comes unſavory. When any perſon attends muck 


to cloſet prayer, and enjoys communion with GOD, 
it is to ſuch he communicates more largely and in- 
: 1 timately

timately of his ſecret operations, and goings forth in 
the world, but when ſuch come to tell theſe things 
to others, they ſtagger, ſpurn his experience, and 
Knowledge, as enthuſiaſtic effuſions, becauſe it ex- 
ceeds their own ; the reaſon of it is obvious, as they 


do not attend to ſecret prayer. Mr. Brothers tells 


us, his interceſſion for IL ondon prevailed with GOD, 
and what is there either falſe or ridiculous to be 
ſeen in this? About the ſame time. I was in London, 
and being alone in my chamber, where! I had a dif- 
tinct vie w of the greateſt part of this city, and like 
Danieb of old, with his window open towards ſeru- 
ſalem, I was on my knees ſupplicating the Lord to 
ſpare this city, how far my prayers might avail with 
60D, I do not pretend to ſay, as I had not ſo im- 
, mediate a knowledge of its deſtruction being ſo near. 
But Mr. Brothers being more fully and intimately 
informed, interceded by fervent prayer, and ob- 
tained a reſpite at the peril of his on life: was 
not this the caſe with Moſes? did not he ffand in 
the gap ? why ſhould men then be ſo vile as to ri- 
- mm — ” ſo ungateful as to give him the 
lye, who tells us of GOD fuſpending his judgment for 
nis fake ? Had men in —— he — 0 1160 
lived in the days of Elijah, and he had told them . 
of his prevalence with. GOD in obtaining rain, no 

doubt but they would have laughed at his aſſertion, 
and ridiculed him as a rANATic, an ENTHUSIAST, 
or a MADMAN. To credit ſuch things at a diſtance, 
and to believe thoſe events which happened in for- 
mer times, is no way hard, as men are apt to imagine 
they do not ſo much concern us; but for a repeti- 
tion of them to happen in our day, and for ſuch 
-fingular characters to appear amongſt us, proves 
the ſpirit and temper of the times, the infidelity of 
the age we live in, and how greatly the religious

world, as well as others, is inveloped in darkneſs, 
ſenſuality, ignorance, and unbelief? * 


I now continue my teſtimony under many dis- 
advantages, as Mr. Brothers was taken into cuſtody 
_ Yeſterday, but this does not at all ſhake my confi- 


dence, or remove my belief in his intended miſſion, 
but I now perceive that a certain impreſſion of 


mind I was under ſome time ago, was both ſuper- 


natural and divine, by which I was inclined to 
think that he certainly would be put into that ſitu- 
ation; and I wrote a letter to a friend of mine on 
the ſame ſubjett, not that my opinion varied in the 
leaſt, but to ſhow him what my apprehenſions were, 
and they are now realized.

King's Counſellors, who are ſtimulated by pride 
and falſe notions, of well ordered governments, 


-Rill determined to proſecute and carry on a war fo 
ruinous to commerce, and oppoſite to every thing 


elſe that is calculated to benefit the human race? 
By the falſe prophet, may we not underſtand the 


Biſhops, or rather, as it is mentioned in the ſingu- 
lar only, Lord ARchBISs HOF of Canterbury, as 
be is a particular man with the King, and one of 


his Privy Council? I do not doubt in the leaſt 


Mr. Brothers' obfervations on the 16th verſe,” but 
-as to the time when 1t will happen I would not ven- 


ture to affirm, but it was always deeply impreſſed 


on my mind that it was at hand.

Before any particular calamity, or ne 
heavy judgment befel any country, the goodneſs 
of GOD always ſent ſome. meſſenger or ſign, in 
order that the people threatened might take warn— 
ing, and ſo avert the judgment by repentance, or 
prepare for its coming: that heavy judgments 
threaten this country cannot be denied, yet how 
ought we to admire the goodneſs of GOD, in ſend- 
ing us both meſſengers and ſigns; Mr. Brothers is 
a man peculiarly anointed for the purpole, and he 
boldly informs our governors of many events 
which would take place long before they happened, 
but ſince that time have come true according to the 
word of the LORD, which he ſpake by his ſervant 
the prophet, Richard Brothers.
